This  season  we  are  offering  to  the  public,  some  of  our  bulbs  grown  from  seed.  We  raise  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  these  each  year.  Our  offerings  are  the  cream  of  those  grown  over  a  period  of  years  and  are  of¬ 
fered  after  a  thorough  trial  under  field  conditions  which  prove  them  of  real  worth. 

Our  Victoria  Turner,  large  clear  pink  with  cream  line  down  each  petal.  Strong  stem  standing  36  to 
40  inches.  Holds  color  in  strongest  sunlight.  Each  $1.00.  One  half  size  50c.
